The experience of his ves- 
fei is typical. After lying off “rum | 
row” for days, with a circle of cus- 
toms boats slowly patrolling it, and. 
without landing a case of illicit liq- 
uor, its officers decided to return 
home. 

Al] day long the correspondent of 
the Monitor. who has not divulged 
his identity, has been watching cases 
of a well-known brand of imported 
Scotch whisky carried from. the 
cargo of the schooner Audrey P. 
Brown in the .quaint two-wheel 
carts of this island, and conducted 
back to the storage warehouses from 
which they came. They will be held. 
Sn storage indefinitely, pending the

Of the famous “Twenty-One De- 
mands on China,’ Count Soyeshima 
declared “nothing now remains but 
two articles and a bad name.” 

After alluding to seven Cabinet 
changes since the fall of Marquis 
“Okuma, author of the demands, he 
remarked that “party government, 
which represents the will of the 
majority of the, people,. had never 
really existed in Japan.” 

In the. last general election, the 
lecturer continued, the supporters of 
democracy gained a signal victory 
over the conservative opponents. 
There followed a struggle in the Im- 
perial Diet over the question of dis- 
qualifying certain classes of voters 
on the ground of pecuniary disability. 

Count Soyeshima then predicted 
that “it is quite likely that in less 
than a year there will again be a 
political crisis in Japan.” 

He paid his respects to the present 
Prime Minister, Viscount Kato, by 
saying it must, of course, be admitted 
that he is not a strong man and it is 
doubtful whether he is really a dem- 
ocrat at heart.” - 

“What shape politics in Japan will 
assume during the next 10 years will 
be watched with very keen interest,” 
he continued. “Whether the new 
franchise will establish popular gov- 
ernment or popular misgovernment is 
a problem as interesting and per- 


plexing for foreigners as Japan's sud- 
den transformation from a _ feudal 
state to a constitutional monarchy.” 
Concluding, the Count said: 

“There ig not the slightest doubt, 
however, that democracy has made 
much headway, and that the day of

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SAIL GIVES WAY 
TO POWER BOATS 


Atlantic Coastboard Fish- 
ing Is Found to Favor 
Steam Trawlers 


Reduction in the total number of 
vessels engaged in the fishing indus- 
try of the Atlantic seaboard, as steam 


trawlers bring in a larger proportion 
of the total receipts, a gain of 19 in 
the number of vessels hailing from 
Philadelphia, and the greater use of 
power instead of sail, are features of 
- the annual issue of “Fishermen of the 
Atlantic,” the 1925 edition of which 
is just published. 

The book is a manual and register 
of the fishing fleets of the Atlantic 
coast, published by the Fishing 
Mastrs’ Association of Boston, and 


is known as the “Lioyds” of the fish- | 
It is said to be the only com- | 


eries. 
plete list of fishing vessels of New 
England, New York, Philadelphia, 
Florida, Texas, and Nova Scotia, to 
be compiled. It gives dimensions, 
date and place of construction and 
owners or agents of 1820 vessels, 
registered at 2% fishing ports. 


Total Vessels Decrease 


Six years ago there were 1415 ves- 
seis listed in the directory. In 1923 
. the total was 1377; in 1924, 1338, and 
in the book just out the total is 1320. 
A study of the register shows that 
the number of steam trawlers has 
remained the same as a year ago, 
and that the number of vessels with- 
out power of any kind is decreasing. 

Boston's fishing fleet numbers 114 
vessels, a gain of one over the num- 
ber shown in the previous register. 
The figures include 19 steam trawl- 
ers, the same aS a year ago, and 
only five. vessels without some kind 
of auxiliary power. A year ago there 
were eight Boston vessels -vithout 
power. The Boston fleet registers, in 
all, 5343 net tons. > 

Gloucester’s fleet totals 146 vessels 
of 6339 net tons, compared with 155 
vessels last year and 196 in 19195. 
Thus the effect of the steam trawler 
is seen, as the larger trips of this 
type of vessel, fill the demand for- 
merly supplied by the larger fleet of 
sailing craft, leaving the latter ves- 
sels to bring in the choice grades of 
hand line fish such as is demanded 
by the particular trade. Two steam 
trawlers are listed under Gloucester. 
the same as a year ago, and 11 boats 
are without any power. 


Philadelphia Gains 
Philadelphia shows a gain in the 
number of vessels hailing from that 
port, now totaling 199. The growth 
of the fleet at the Pennsylvania city 


— 


fleet numbered 58 vessels in 1919; 71 
vessels in 1921; 161 in 1923; 180 in 
1924 and 199 in 1925. This goves Phil- 
adelphia the largest number of ves- 
sels engaged in fishing operations of 


board from Nova Scotia to the Gulf 
of Mexico. Its nearest competitor 
in numbers is Lunenburg, N. 8., with 
147 vessels, while Gloucester has 


Vessels operating from Philadel- 
phia, however, are of different type 
than those hailing from Gloucester 
and Boston. They are smaller and in 
most cases register less than 25 net 
tons, each. The total net tonnage 
represented by the fleet is 1628, a 
decrease from 1711 last year. 

Provincetown, the only other big 
fishing port close to Boston and 
Gloucester, has a fleet of 40 vessels 
this year, a decrease of three from 
last year. All but one of these ves- 
sels are equipped with power of 
some kind, in addition to sail on 
many of them. 


BOSTON SHOE FAIR 
ATTRACTS BUYERS 


Indications Point to Big Vol- 
ume of Business

Indications are that the fifth an- 
nual Boston Shoe and Leather Fair, 
which opened today in the Mech- 
anics Building, will produce a record- 
breaking volume of orders for New 
England shoes and leathers. The 
first two days of the fair are to be 


given over entirely to members of 
the trade, and the public is to be 
excluded, so that visiting buyers may 
make a study without interruptions 
of the various lines of shoes and 
leathers which will be on display. 

A feature of the fair which is ex- 
pected to attract considerable in- 
terest, particularly from the public, 
is the model shoe factory which will 
be operated in the basement under 
the direction of the Thomson-Crocker 
Shoe Company. 

Buyers from all parts of the 
United States and several foreign 
countries are in Boston for the show. 
The exposition this year is in the 
hands of a younger group of manu- 
facturers, headed by Albert F. Ban- 
croft of the Bancroft-Walker Com- 


pany.

AVON COLLEGE WILL SET NEW 


EDUCATIONAL 


GOAL FOR BOYS 


Institution Near Hartford, Conn., Originated Through 
Benefaction and Leadership of Mrs. Riddle, to Develop 
Men of Civic and Ethical Responsibility 


HARTFORD, Conn., July 7 (Spe- 
cial)—In September, 1927, there will 
open, at Old Farms, Avon, about 12 
miles from here, a new venture.in 
American education. By that time 
the material equipment of Avon 
College, a preparatory schoo! and 
junior college for .boys, will be 
complete, and there will be estab- 
lished an institution whose campus, 
buildings, and traditions, unlike 
most schools, are not the result of a 
slow, halting evolutionary process, 
but especially built for a particular 
purpose. 

Avon College has its origin in the 
benefaction and leadership of Mrs. 
Theodate Pope Riddle. “Its pur- 
pose,” said Mrs. Riddle in an inter- 
view with a representative of The 
Christian Science Monitor, “is to de- 
velop men of independent thought, 
who are capable of assuming re- 
sponsibility on -a strong ethical 
basis. 

Secial and Political Ideals 

“A specially educated group,” she 
continued, “should courageously 
project and steadfastly uphold the 
highest social and political ideals. 
They should act without thought of 
praise. They should be willing to 
merge their personal interests in the 
larger interests of the communities 
in which they live, and identify them- 
selves with great problems and 
movements.” 


Not only has Mrs. Riddle made the 


institution possible financially, but 


she has conceived the architectural | 
design, envisioned the ideals through |

Preparation for Diplomacy 


Mrs. 
Wallace Riddle, who was formerly

It is in- 
teresting to note that one of the 
courses offered at Avon College con- 
cerns -itself with preparation for 
service in the diplomatic and con- 
sular departments. 


Already one-fourth of the build- 
ings are finished. They are of red- 
dish sandstone, quarried from the 
2500-acre estate, upon which the 
school is located. The buildings do 
not represent any single school of 
European or period architecture, but 
are simply Old World in their style, 
reminiscent of many structures. 
Their grouping reminds one of a typi- 
cal English village, and their quad- 
rangles reproduce the usual English 
college. 


“Exploratory” Courses Offered 


The school will consist of a com- 
munity of 400 boys, and will be con- 
ducted on the co-operative manage- 
ment plan. There is no endowment, 
as it is proposed that the tuition shall 
cover running expenses. An early 
effort will be made to determine the 
particular talent of each boy. With 
this end in view, what are termed 
“exploratory” courses will be oflered 
in preparation, among other sub- 
jects, for art, agriculture, architec- 
ture, banking, commerce, foreign 
service—consular and diplomatic— 
forestry, industry, journalism, law, 
general science, engineering science, 
_ and the science of education. 

The educational goa) of the school 
_ is to provide experience-in daily 
: living and to this end the ordinary 


domestic and civil duties will be 
taught. Character building and the 
development of boys who will be 
leaders in after life are continual 
aims, Mrs. Riddle has stated. 


Buildings Form Village 


The college buildings form the 
small village of ‘Od Farms. A vil- 
lage green is surrounded by the 
library and the gallery cloister, 
chapel, guest house, gate house, 
bank, refectory, and the houses of 
the master and provost. Cottages 
for the faculty and seven stone 
dormitories and common rooms form 
two quadrangles. Nearby, but a 
group apart, are the power house, 
farm buildings, smithy and carpen- 
ter shop. 

Mrs. Riddle plans that academic 
work will be progressive, and will 
adapt itself to the capabilities of the 
boy. A voeational counsellor will 
live in the school in order that boys 
may be encouraged to consider their 
possible careers. Two courses will 
be offered, the junior college course, 
which prepares students to enter the 
university at the start of the junior 
year, and the preparatory school 
course, which prepares for the fresh- 
man year.

Improvement, Expert Finds

Better housing conditions im the 


surely though slowly on the way, ec- 


cording to a report of Mrs. Fred- 
erick T. Lord, chairman of the 
housing department of the Women’s 
Municipal League of Boston, which 
is stressing work for better homes 
at this time. Mrs. Lord says that 
while Boston is taking no forward 
step in the construction of such 
model tenements as are being built 
in New York on a business basis 
by a large insurance company and 
an individual philanthropist, yet two 
factors—prohibition and restricted 
immigration—are improving the gen- 
eral living conditions in old tene- 
ments. With the influences of these 


|two situations removed, it is now 


‘possible for the city authorities to 
‘enforce better standards, Mrs. Lord 
, Says. 

| In carrying out the chief objects 
| of the department of housing, which 
| are to promote law enforcement and 
to keep before the public the im- 
portance of decent living conditions 
for all classes of society, the de- 
partment maintains an inspector, an 
expert on the subject, Miss Theo- 
dora Bailey, who has made an in- 
tensive survey in the west end of 
the city, revealing conditions which 
the league is striving to remedy. 


Full Water Supply 


Miss Bailey has found how certain 
alterations, mainly the installation of 
full water supply within the apart- 
ment, carried out at a minimum of 
expense in old tenements, has proven 
as sound the contention of the de- 


that such improvements 
would tend to raise the value of the 


tenement in every way. The depart- 
ment therefore hopes to cause the 
extension of such alterations to other 
tenements. 


“It brings a better rental for the 
landiord and is often the means of 
drawing a better class of tenants,” 
Miss Bailey declares. “It also makes 
the property more saleable. It de- 
creases negligent oor malicious 
damage to property and makes it 
possible to place the blame for abuse 
where it belongs. It also decreases 
plumbing bills. 


Well Worth Cost 


“It is a significant fact that not one 
tenant whose rent has been raised as 
a result of the improvements has ob- 
jected to the raise,” Miss Bailey 
states. “A number volunteered the in- 
formation that the improvement from 
moral and work-saving standpoints, 
to say nothing of convenience and 
comfort, was well worth the addi- 
tional rehtal. These things all tend 
to affect the whole apartment and 
raise the standard for its upkeep both 
as to landlord and tenant, even with 
the same old tenants.” 

The housing department co-op- 
erates with city departments and 
numerous private groups, and Miss 
Bailey has given talks to the stu- 
dents at the School for Social Work 
and elsewhere. 

Mrs. Lord closes her report by 
saying: “The housing department is 
aware that ite report lacks dramatic 
appeal, yet somehow we all stick to 
this job: we feel the urge to. do 
what we can as long as little chil- 
dren live in dark, stuffy 
are subjected to the evil 
of certain conditions now obtaining 
in many tenements of the city.”

CARFS, scarfs everywhere. To 
be in the good graces of fashion 
one must possess scarfs. They 

find their place in every complete 
wardrobe; the chic young miss, the 
fashionably-gowned matron and the 
smartly-dressed business woman are 
wearing them. 

They range in contrast and style 
from the lovely chiffon drapes which 
lightly fall in quiet folds over the 
shoulder to the gay, tight wrap- 
around kerchief effects which tie. at 
the throat in a close pert bow.

The code in defining ethical con- 
duct with respect to competitive bid- 
ding says that “Competitive bids 
preferably should be submitted onlv 
when a definite time and place for 
the opening of all proposals has heen 
fixed, at which all bidders or their

present. 


“Bidders should neither seek nor 


accept information concerning a com- 
_petitor’s bid prior to the opening, nor

In other words, he 
should get the best there is In radio 
during all seasons, and above all he 
should be reasonable. 

If the listener lives rather far 
away from al) radiocasting stations 
which he wants to hear, there are 
several things he can do. He can 
lengthen his aerial wires and in- 
crease the v- height from the ground. 
Both of these measures make the 
Signals louder as a general rule. He 
can’ add an audio-amplifier, unless, 
of course, he already has this instru- 
ment. He can also increase the volt- 
age of his.“B" battery or plate bat- 
tery up to 90, 112 or even 135 volts 
(that is, to four, five or six of the 
usual‘22%-volt units or blocks). 

If the listener is very near a pow- 
erful radiocasting station, he may 
get excessively loud signals from 
that station, and have difficulty in 


icking up other stations when the 


nearby station is in operation. In ex- 
treme cases it is not possible to get 
the distant station at-all under such 
circumstances any more than it is 
possible to hear a whisper from a 
distance when someone else is shout- 
ing nearby. Still a good deal can be 


accomplished by some of the follow- | 


ing measures which should be tried. 

The listener can cut doWn the size 
of his antenna or use a smal! indoor 
antenna having a length of between 
a few feet, say 30 to 50 feet. A few 
trials may be necessary to find the 
best length of indoor antenna in such | 
cases. 

Ten Radio Rales 


There are 10 good rules for radio- | 


cast listeners: 


i. Don't try to hear radiocasting 
from Australia in midsummer. Be 
satisfied to enjoy the good programs 
from the nearer stations most of 
the time. 

2. Don't be disappointed if an 
eccasional disobliging storm inter- 
feres with your summer radio eve- 
ning. There are many fine concerts 
coming. You can't expect to find a 
pearl in every oyster nor to re- 
ceive a record-breaking concert 
every night. 

3. If you

4 A pleasant asignal filing a 
moderate size” room ahould be 
enough to give satisfaction.

It is 
waeteful to insist on tremendous 
signals which are generally § less 
pleasant than moderate signals.

| humanity today. There 
is no doubt that the United States was-right in 
determining to limit and control the immigrant 
tide. which was flowing toward its shores. No 
nation, however prosperous and patriotic, can 
assimilate more than a certain proportion ‘of 
new immigrants. It is not that they may come 
to be a glut upon the labor market, or that they 
will not become loyal and indeed enthusiastic 
citizens of their new home. It is that a healthy 
nation requires that its citizenry should have 
an understanding of and a sympathy with the 
fundamental moral and political ideals which 
lie at the root of its life, a condition of affairs 
that can only be brought about by gradual 
degrees. 

Moreover, the evidence goes to show that the 
effect of the war on Europe was to produce in 
millions of people a strong desire to strike 
their tents and move away from the intolerable 
conditions of the war-ravaged continent. It 
seemed far simpler to emigrate to a new land 
than to endeavor to grapple with the appar- 
ently insoluble problems: which confronted 
them on -every side. Had no restrictions been 
established a movement might have gathered 
headway which would have caused an immi- 
gration into the United States far greater than 
even the maximum figures before the war. 
Limitation and control were obviously required. 

But the effect of restriction on Europe has 
manifestly been prodigious. In 1913, 1,195,000 
people migrated to the United States, and in 
earlier years the number had been still higher. 
That figure fell away to little more than 100,000 
in 1918, the last year of the war. It rose to 
800,000 in 1921, fell to 357,000 in 1923, the 
second year of the quota, is now 164,000, and 
after 1927 will be 150,000, subject to certain 
additions for dependents and relatives who are 
Supplementary to that number.: In other words 
Europe has now every year to absorb or place 
elsewhere, a million of its children who before 
the war went to the United States. 

It has to deal with the problem, too, under 
extremely unfavorable conditions. The war 
multiplied the political divisions in Europe and 
intensified national sentiment and exclusiveness. 
Not only is it far more difficult for Europeans to 
go to the United States, it is far more difficult 
for them to move about Europe itself, while the 
other new lands, such as Australasia and South 
America, have followed the American example 
in being far more careful of whom they admit

But the population of Germany, Poland, and all 
the countries of southern and eastern Europe 
is rapidly increasing, and though there is talk 
of emigration to Mexico, South America, and 
Australasia, the stream which goes out there 
is nothing like sufficient to make up for that 
which previously went to the United States and 
has now been cut off. 

This question of population is simply one 
more instance of the fact which most obviously 
stares humanity in the face today, that it is no 
longer possible for the nations to deal with 
their problems in water-tight compartments, 
and avoid reaching an adjustment of their poli- 
cles so as to meet the needs of the world as a

There are vast 
excesses of population in one part of the globe, 
vast uninhabited and undeveloped regions in 
another. As one area becomes filled up it ought 
to be possible to divert the stream of population 
to another. 

There is clearly no problem which needs more 
international thinking than the problem of 
migration, viewed as a world problem. The 
pressure which underlies it has always been 
one of the great causes of war during all his- 
tory. Unless it is intelligently studied and 
solved, it is likely to become a cause of war

Paris, July 7 
If as proposed, Albert Sarraut, now French Ambassa- 
dor at Angora, returns to Indo-China as Governor, he 
will ocgupy a post he has already held for several years.

Foreigners who reside in France are somewhat per- 


turbed at the new French Finance Bill which contains 
clauses affecting property held outside France. The gen- 
eral effect of these clauses is that such capital must be 
brought back within a short period, and it is natural that 
chambers of commerce and other foreign organizations 
existing in France are watching the developments very 
closely. But there appears to be no real ground for mis- 


giving. The text of the bill does not state that every 


taxpayer must carry out these gbligations, but that 
“every person of French nationality damiciled or habitu- 
ally residing in France and possessing abroad, in what- 
ever form it may be, sums of money, etc.,” must bring 
such capital back within. a period of six months, and if 
they do so, will escape penalties. From January next, 
however, these persons—and the bill reiterates “of French 
nationality’-—-must make a detailed declaration of their 


penalties. Unless the bil) undergoes alteration, the foreign 
resident with foreign property is, therefore, left un- 
touched.

Mexico and the United States 


To the Editor of Tue CHRISTIAN ScreNcE Monrror: 

The delicate situation, created by the extra-official 
press duel, without precedent in the history of diplomacy, 
between the President of Mexico and the American Secre- 
tary of State, evidences how useless an international! 
court of justice, unless backed by compulsory universal 
jurisdiction, or a permanent court of arbitration, becomes 
when a justiciable question turns into a political, and 
hence, a non-justiciable dispute. For the partial failure 
of the Mexican Government to live up to its international 
obligations, viz., payment of its foreign debts, etc., is a 
justiciable question, and it has led to the place where 
a cabinet officer, with the advice of his government, has 
made an unofficial public ‘statement (practically an ulti- 
matum) of such a nature and containing such grave 
charges as to vitally affect the constitutional order and 
sovereignty of a foreign country. 

On the other hand, the Mexican Government correctlr 
claims it is not liable at international law for outrages 
against foreigners. The American Government, in con- 
nection with outrages against Chinese in Denver, Colo., 
in 1880, and in Rock Springs, Wyo., in 1885, refused to 
admit that “the United States was in any wise liable at 
international law” for the outrages (Moore, VI, 820-2), 
and in agreeing to pay an indemnity to the Chinese Gov- 
ernment the secretary added that this payment was 
made, however, “in a spirit of pure generosity,” and was 
“in no wise to be held as a precedent,” 

The Mexican Government may be bound by the law of 
nations to extend its protective federal jurisdiction to 
foreigners, but, then, like the American Government, it 
is guilty of “the crassest sort of negligence to provide 
the proper legal machinery for carrying its treaty or in- 
ternational obligations into effect.” (See Messages of
